2 KiUed, 12 Lost, $10,000,000 
Damage in Coast Harbor Blast 

WILMINGTON, Calif., Juno 23 (/P)— At least two, and probably 14, men were dead today 
following a $10,000,000 ship-explosion fire— Los Angeles harbors' coatllest calamity, which 
only fate and foresight apparently kept from becoming another "Texas City." 

The 11,083-ton tanker Markay blew up with 2,940,000 gallona of fuel in a triple explosion 
that razed several docks and— harbor authorities naid- missed igniting huge petroleum 
storage tanks only because of 



favorable winds. 

Two bodies were recovered 
from the harbor shortly after 
the blasts yesterday, but 
senrchcrB who boarded the 
stern of the still-smouldering 
tanker today were driven off 
by flames and fumcH as they 
started a hunt for others. 

The blase— at Its height visible 
some 13 miles at ses^required six 
hours to bring under control, 

The harbor, since the Texas City 
disaster, had been alerUd for Just 
such a blast. WIthUi moments fire 
equipment roUed from as for 
distant RB downtown Los Angeles. 
33 miles away, under an emergency 
disaster plan, and flrobonts raced 
out from Long Beach. 

As Investigators began their probe 
tAday, 13 men were listed as missing, 
with some 30 injured, 13 suttidenUy 
to be hospitalised. 

Oause of the explosion was un- 
determined, but crew members 
charged the operating company, 
Keystone Shipping Company of 
Philadelphia, with negligence. A 
company agent, however, declared 
that "all ordinary precautions and 
many more" were observed. 

At least li crew members were 
believed aboard the Markay, wlildt 
had been loading hlgh-ootana gaso- 
line, when the first blast spilt the 
B30-foot vessel at 3:08 a. m. yes- 
terday, namts leaping 300 feet or 
more engulfed Uie ship, and leaiwd 
across oil flows to the American 
President lines docks. 

The second blast occurred less 
thsn 30 minutes after the Initial ex- 
plosion. The last— and faintest— 
came deep la tlie ship's hold five 
hours later.

Flood Waters 
Strike Three 
Million Acres

u, s. army engineers, crop 
lytU and state officials agreed It 
was Impossible to set a dollsr and 
cent value on the damage dona by 
the Mississippi and lU tributaries. 
But they estimated "conservatively" 
that crop Josses and property dam- 
age already totaled |ISB,000,000 and 
probably would run much higher, 
10,000 Homeleea 
At the hilght of the floods, the 
Red Cross estimated that 30,ood 
persons hsd been made homeless. 
Besides the damage to homes and 
buildings, railroad tracks and high- 
way bridges had been washed out 
in a half dosen mldwestem statesL 
Despite the crop damage, farmers 
and crop experta still were opti- 
mistic over the prospects for good 
yields. Farmers who had been 
driven from their land returned al- 
most before flood waters had re- 
ceded to begin the Job of replanting. 
Yield Estimates Down 
Nevertheless, agricultural author- 
ities agreed that the pre-flood esti- 
mates which called for high crop 
yields would have to be revised 
downward. Most crops were two or 
three weeks behind tn growth. 

With hard work and good weather, 
farmera believed their yield would 
be high. But an early frost next 
fall mliht be disastrous, they said,
